The Workmen's Compensation Act. 
| 


The only progressive measure of importance which 


did not become a law at the'session o£ the Pennsylvania 
Legislature just dosed was the measure known as the 
Workmen's Compensation act, and it failed only because 
the interest pressing it would accept no modifications of 
its bill, which in at least one particular was most unjust 
threatening as it did the very existence oi! every small 
manufacturer in the state. 


There was no objection to the principle. Senator 


Crow oi: Fayctte county, who led the opposition to the 
bill, sought to broaden its principle and make its appli- 
cation equitable to all interests. The dominant note in. the 
bill was the penalization oC the employer. Senator Crow's 
idea was the protection of the employer and the employe 
alike, lie further recognized the fact that the burden of 
the sad consequences of unavoidable accidents rests at 
least partially upon the -state, which is to say upon the 
whole people in proportion to their means. 


There is no reason why such a bill as that proposed 


\vr Senator Crow should not have passed. The results 
would have been most satisfactory to all interests. The 
workman would have had the guarantee of "the* state lor 
the payment of his compensation, instead of the limited 
liability oH the small employer who would have stood in 
constant danger of complete' ruin. 


The Workmen's Compensation bill was beaten by the 


stubborn stupidity of its fool friends. Under the circum- 
stances it required statesmen with the courage of their 
convictions of right and justice to stand out against the 
Workmen's Compensation bill as presented and pressed 
with brutal disregard for the large middle class manufac- 
turing interest and their workmen. Fortunately Penn- 
sylvania had such statesmen in the Senate, and in a speech 
delivered on the final consideration of this bill Senator 
Grow explained their position and his own as follows:
